PREVENTING PEACH ROT. 

It CM >* hr Urtjr Spray* 

>H«. M MmmUI cm. 

Rol la one of the wont eornilM of 

oarljr pcu.-hrx, hut It can be controlled 
by proper spraying, snd at a coat ol 
Iraa than two cento per tree for each 
spraying. At the I)r I a wan* ex|Mriuirnt 
station, dvr or six spraying* Increased 
the yield threefold, and of thla total 
yield the amount of aound fruit was 
increased from three to fourfold, mak¬ 
ing a total Increased yield of sound 
fruit at least tenfold on tr*ce sprayed, 
at a cost of 10 or 13 cents per tree, eotu* 
pared to the unsprnyed. The drat up 
I'licn(Ion was made wheu the fruit buds 
lieguu to swell; the second just be¬ 
fore the fruit buds opened; the third 
when the petals had fallen; the fourth 
when the fruit was th« slat* of {tens; 
the fifth w hen the fruit began to color, 
and the «J\tli nltout two weeks loter. 
It is doubtful If the last two sprayings 
nre really necessary in most seasons 

The la-st success followed the use ol 
a weakened bortleaux mixture, made ol 
six pounds bluestone or sulphate of 
copper aud six |munds lime, to 45 gal¬ 
lons of water. After the first and sec¬ 
ond spraying*, add three ounces parte 
green to this formula, as n protection 
uguin*t insects. Another cipinlly good 
fungicide (but the jiarls green sboulil 
Hot Ik- used with It) Is copper acetate, 
eight ounces to 45 gallons of water. 
There was twice as much rot with two 
spraying* as with four or six. Neither 
of these formulas will injure the full- 
age. 

It is Important that two of the spray¬ 
ings be done before the bloom opens. 
Five applications made and la-gun after 
the bloom warn nearly shed were con¬ 
siderably less effective than when two 
were made before the bloom opened 
Knur applications made after fruit 
hud set were less effective than two 
made before the bloom opened. When 
two applications were made, better re¬ 
sult* wt r>- obtained when one of these 
"its applied l*efore the buds opened, 
and again when the fruit was about 
Otic-ha If si/e. than when both were 
made before the bloom opened.—Amer¬ 
ican Agriculturist.

PLANTING POTATOES. 


lu-rp Mellow Soil. Kept In U*km 1 Tilth. 

(.We* the llest desalt*. 

There are two adjutages in plant- 
Inu potatoes reasonably deep. One la 
thrv are less liable to be injured by 
drought. The other U that there la no 
Brevsaurity for hilling op to prevent tun- 
scald. To grow and yiaid well potatoes 
require considerable moisture. If the 
•oil is stirred thoroughly and deep and 
the planting is deep they will lie more 
certain of securing plenty of thoisturc 
than when the plowing and planting 
are shallow. 

Keeping the surface h.-vei and in a 
good tilth aids in retaining moialure 
in I lie soil, 

A deep, mellow, loose soil kept in a 
good tilth givea the best result* with 
all crop*. Itun out the furrow* with a 
single shovel plow, plnnt reasonably 
deep, cover well. If good drainage is 
provided and there I* not too much dan¬ 
ger of wusliing, it will be best not to 
fill up the furrows entirely, hut to do 
this gradually om the cultivation is 
given. The {ictntoes may lie planted 
deeper this way than would lie Im**( if 
all of the covering must be given at 
once. 

Have the soli rich, and If there is not 
enough well-rotted manure to make 
the necessary fertility, it will be uguod 
plan to vise a commercial fertiliser, ap¬ 
plying it in the bill before the seed is 
planted. 

It the soil la well-prepared before 
planting the cultivation can la-gin with 
the harrow and generally the first lint- 
rowing can l** given liefore the plant* 
above above ground ami a second very 
soon nfter. In this way the soil cun Ik- 
kept in u good tilth and the weed* de¬ 
al ray cd at low com. 

If the planting is shallow, more or 
less hilling up vvill lie necessary in or¬ 
der to prevent nun-scald, ami the soil 
will dry tint more rapidly, often loan 
extent to seriously a fleet the growth 
and yield.—St. i/nii* Kupublic.

I vain to argue the matter. Seme stem to 
I imagine that the question whether »r 
I not we .ball have the free coinage of sil¬ 
ver s» it existed prior to 187-1 oompie- 
I bends the financial issues wc have to 
deal with, and ! do not think it is get-, 
erally appreciated that the silver queo- 
tion is the pivotal poiut on which turn* 
the wbola scheme of financial revision. 

Associated with the silver question, 
and more or less dependent upon it, wri¬ 
the questions of enlarging to n vast de¬ 
gree our public debt, and of retiring our 
greenback currency and certificates. In 
deed, our whole currency system is in 
confusion,and this « illusion esn oniv be 
corrected hr restoring bimetallism or by 
destroying existing circulation. 

It ia agreed on all hands that we 
should keep our mint* open to the free 
coinage of gold, and that there must Ire 
I radical reform as to other element* of 
our currency. The necessity for reform 
I arise* from the fact that we have out¬ 
standing *)4«.n00,0o0 of greenback paper 
money, payable in coin fnot gold only), 
some #138,000,tWO of coin certificates is¬ 
sued under the Sherman act o! 18V-0, mid 
son e $88.1,000,000 of silver certificates 
issued under the llUud Allis.. 11 net of 
l«r«. In all. n body of $802,000,000 of 
paper money—or half of all onr existing 
circulation. 

Unless we restore silver a* a money of 
redemption we must retire this paper 
money; and if we retire it ve must issue 
j bonds to buy gold to pnv it off in. Should 
we retire it, there will In* such n vast 
contraction of our present currency that 
there will he s farther and greeter fall 
in prices of lands arid commodities, s 
paralysis of trade, and probably another 
panic, greater than any we have yet seen. 

Agriculturists, mechanics, merchants, 
and hanks would lie involved in aide- 
spread ruin by such further contraction 
of the currency, and prosperous condi 
lions indefinitely ptwtpuned. 

It iscasy to criticise and object There 
are great impedimenta and difficulties to 
be encountered in any and all directions; 
but it must be realised that we are nl 
the forks of the road on this question, 
and that w* must g» one way or the 
other. Even the tentative step* toward* 

Ithr gold standard have so reduced our 
revenues that we have already borrowed 
$262,000,000 of gold, without scouring 
any permanent relief. More debts and 
more lavra are the only proapect* on this 
j line. 

Recognising how difficult it is to move 
in any direction, but appreciating that 
move we must, I am of the opinion that 
the moat conservative and safe move¬ 
ment we can make would bo to proceed 
according to the plan outlined in the na 
tional Democratic platform of lb$2, 
which embodied the coinage of both gold 
and silver, “without diacriminatiog 
against either metal, or charge for mint¬ 
age,’* and the removal of the 10 per 
o«nt. destroying lax that shuts off state 
banka. Thia plan waa unauinnmsly en¬ 
dorsed in the Democratic convention; it 
had the approval of the people in the 
presidential election, and had it been 
pnreuad 1 de not believe the Democratic 
party would hare met inch a disastrous 
defeat as that which followed its Midden 
tarn-off from its own declarations and to¬ 
ward the gold standard.
